Advice for 
choosing 
right tree 


The Christmas tree selection 
process begins as a series of 
personal preferences: long vs 
short needles, green vs. blue- 
green color and full vs. open 
branching. Once these deci- 
sions are made, it’s time to 
find a fresh tree. 

The selection process also 
should include choosing a tree 
dealer or supplier. Cutting 
your own tree from a grower’s 
plantation is the best assur- 
ance of freshness. 

If cutting your own tree is 
not an option, a reliable dealer 
at a sales lot should be able to 
provide you with. information 
about the source of his trees 
arf the cutting date. 

The moisture content of the 
tree will determine how fresh 
the tree has remained since 

* cutting or harvesting. Since 
most people do not have the 
equipment available to mea- 
sure the actual moisture con- 
tent, there are several criteria 
that’ can be used to estimate 
the freshness of the tree on the 
lot. 

A fresh tree will have the 
following characteristics: 

.- The needles are relatively 
pliable or flexible. In near-zero 
temperatures, however, the 
water in the needles freezes 
and they will appear to be brit- 
tle. 

The tree has a fresh, pun- 
gent pine fragrance 

The needles have a waxy, 
natural green or blue-green 
appearance, provided the tree 








has not .been sprayed with 
colorant 
/- The needles should be 


firmly attached to the twig and 
should have very few loose 
green needles. Shaking or 
bumping the tree lightly on the 
ground should not result in a 
large quantity of dropped 
grden needles. 

mce you have purchased a 
tri, there are several things 
ydu'can do to help the tree 
maintain its freshness. Avoid 
hauling your tree over long 
distances if-it- will be subjected 
to the wind, which will-dry the 
needles rapidly 

When you get the tree home, 
cut 1 to 1% inches off the butt 
of the tree trunk and immedi- 
ately place the tree in water. 
Store the tree in a cool envi- 
ronment, out of the wind. A 
garage may serve as an 
acceptable storage area. Main- 
tain a constant supply of water 
to the free. Your tree may use 
two quarts of water during the 
first 24 hours and may average 
a quart a day for the first 
week. No additives are neces- 
sary in the water supply. Do 
not let the tree trunk b: dry 
out as it will seal over and 
stop absorbing water. 

Avoid displaying your tree 
near a fireplace or heat outlet 
in the room. You also can 
reduce moisture loss from the 
tree by lowering the tempera- 
ture of the room. 

If you select a fresh tree 
from the start and care for the 
tree properly while on display, 
it should remain fresh for at 
least two .weeks in the home. 
neck the condition of your 
tree’s needles for dryness and 
brittleness as the holiday sea- 
son progresses. as. the final 
determining factor for the 
length of time your particular 
tree can safely be kept 
indoors.

The Salvation Army’s Tree of Lights cam- 
paign in St. Clair County is in full swing after 
kicking off nearly two weeks ago. 

Lt. Nicholas Montgomery, commanding offi- 
cer of the St. Clair County bureau, is confident 
the agency will reach its goal of $275,000 this 
year. 

“For some reason, it just seems right. Resi- 
dents support the Salvation Army, and have for 
a number of years, and they will continue to do 
so,” Montgomery ‘said. ‘The need is always 
there.”’ 

Through the Tree of Lights campaign, 80 per- 
cent of the Army’s annual budget is raised, 
Montgomery said. If the Army’s goal is not 
reached, the budget has to be stretched to 
meet the agency’s needs. 

“We strain and struggle toward the end of

Last year, the St. Clair County facility fell 
short of its $350,000 Tree of Lights goal by 
$90,000, he said 

““We fell well short of it. I don’t know why. I 
guess people were just cautious in their giv 
ing,” Montgomery said. ‘‘We didn’t have to cut 
anything (last year). But we had to be very 
careful and be realistic in our budget.”

Five days a 
week, an emergency food pantry is available 
for residents. A temporary homeless shelter is 
open for displaced individuals, needing a place 
to stay.

“We want to help them,” Montgomery said 
of those helped. ‘‘We want them to find a job 
and give them a better education.”

Older workers’ 
numbers increase 


Frank Lewis runs the gift shop inside the 
Kentucky Capitol. He closes each day at. 3 
p.m., then puts in an hour and a half on the 
visitor information desk 

He works some weekends, helping to staff 
weddings and other special events at state- 
owned Berry Hill Mansion. He also has a part- 
time job at a local electrical equipment store. 
In his spare time, Lewis does custom framing 
at his house. He is 81 

He also is part of a growing population 
group: men and women who are of retirement 
age but aren’t retired 

In the 1990 census, 466,816 Kentuckians were 
65 or older. About one in 10 was still working, 
for a variety of reasons. 

Some needed a job for personal satisfaction. 
Some needed regular contact with other people 
And in a 1995 survey by the Kentucky ite 
Data Center at the University. of Louisville, 
practically all said they needed the money. 

“You've got a lot of people who basically 
don’t have a retirement income other than 
Social Security,’” Ron Crouch, director of the 
center, said in an interview. ‘‘Social Security is 
very difficult to live on. ... It was never really 
set up to be a retirement income to cover all 
your expenses.’” 

Lewis said he had only a meager pension 
when he retired from the Housing Authority of 
Frankfort in 1979. That by itself was enough to 
put him back in the job market. 

But he also was ‘perpetually active, having 
given decades of service to church and commu- 
nity. That included-disaster relief work for the 
Kentucky Baptist Convention and 55 years as a 
leader and volunteer with the Boy Scouts. 

Ask Lewis why he works, and he says: “‘I’ve 
got to. I couldn’t go home and sit down.”’ 

“People are living Jon onger, but they may not 
be retiring longer,” Taylor Davidson, an 
issues coordinator for the American Associa- 
tion of Retired Persons — AARP. “A lot of 
people find retirement is not as fulfilling as 


they thought it’d be.’’ 

Nor as financially secure 

Crouch said he expected the 65-and-up popu- 
lation to include a steadily increasing percent- 
age of workers as people live longer and the 
adequacy of pensions becomes more suspect. 

“In 1950 the average retirement age was 69, 
and the average person lived five years in 
retirement,”’ Crouch said 

“‘Now the average person is living 20 years 
in retirement, and we’re heading toward a sys- 
tem where people could be living 30 and 40 
years in retirement. Can we afford that? That’s 
a reality nobody wants to talk about.’’ 

As for pensions, the norm.once was ‘‘defined 
benefit." A retiree got so much money per 
month for life. Today, about _three- -fourths of 
new pensions in the United States are called 

“defined contribution,” Crouch said. ‘‘When 
you retire, you get so much a month until the 
money runs out.’ 

Also, retirement often means an‘end to or 
increased cost of insurance for health and pre- 
scription medicine, plus the loss or sharp 
reduction of life insurance. 

Green Thumb Inc., an organization that runs 
older-worker employment and training pro- 
grams in 44 states for the U.S. Department of 
(Labor, says workers 55 and older were 12.2 
percent of the labor force in 1992. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics expects them to be 14.2 per- 
cent of the labor force by 2005. 

To focus attention on an aging work force, 
Green Thumb, based in Arlington, Va., has 
launched a search for the country’s oldest 
worker. The promotion also is to include selec- 
tion of a most-outstanding older worker from 
each state. Nominees must work at least 20 
hours a week. 

Crouch said the ini tive by Green Thumb 
and the states “is very important in the sense 
that, I think the reality is starting to hit more 
and more people that we’ve been oversold on 
retirement.’””

Some things go unsaid. One of them is having at 
least a few homemade cookies at holiday time. 

Keeping a dry cookie mix on hand that lends itself 
to multiple sweet uses is a boon for mixing and bak- 
ing a batch whenever the mood hits. Lightly mix 
without compacting it, cover it well and refrigerate or 
freeze it. 

This easy starter may be the opportunity for a new 
year's resolution as well: "I will not let the cookie jar 
be empty any time in 1998." 

A review of Cookies 101 might be in order for 
those whose cookie tins have been empty since 1996: 

* Start with shiny pans. Do not grease them unless 
the recipe calls for it. Nonstick cooking spray usual- 
ly works in place of butter or shortening, unless it 
calls for hea ing. Spray evenly and thorough- 
ly. Clean it before filling the pan with dough 

° Have ingredients at room temperature 

* Do not sift flour unless told to do so. Do not 
make it more compact either. Lightly spoon it into a 
measuring cup and level it off. 

* Use standard measuring cups with fractions 
marked and measuring spoons for both teaspoons and 
tablespoons. Whatever the measurement, consider it a 
level amount. 

* Although baking powder and baking soda both 

hten and lift batter, they are not replacements for 
each other. 

* Do not usé diet, whipped or soft butter or mar-

garine in batter. 

* "Sugar" ina recipe refers to granulated’ sugar. 
"Confectoner's" and "powdered" sugar are the same. 

* Preheat oven to temperature specified in the 
recipe after moving rack to middle position. Bake one 
sheet at a time. Be alert to uneven baking in an oven. 

* If dough is sticky and hard to handle, refrigerate 
about 15 minutes and try again. 

* Use a thin, sharp knife to slice dough before bak- 
ing. 

* The thinner the dough and longer it bakes, the 
crisper the cookie. 

* Leave the oven door closed while cookies bake. 
Check them at minimum time. Thirty seconds of extra 
baking time can be an eternity for doneness and 
browning, so add time cautiously. After removing 
from the oven, cookies often continue to bake and 
change form to become more solid 

* Unless otherwise specified, "eggs" in a recipe 
refer to large eggs. 

* Let cookies cool completely so they are firm 
before packing in airtight containers.. Place waxed 
paper between layers of soft cookies.

nursing home. Over a 
three-year period, more 
than 1,000 people were stud- 
ied by in-depth interviews, 
their own records of health 
information and daily logs 
of any falls. The study also 
followed their health histo- 
ry and possible admission 
to a nursing home during 
this period. 

It found the risk of being 
admitted to a nursing home 
increased with more 
records of a fall. Those with 
one fall who were. not 
injured were nearly five 
times as likely to be admit- 
ted to a nursing home than 
people who never fell. 

This increased to eight 
times for those who had 
fallen more than once. 
What is alarming is the risk 
increases to nearly 20 times 
for those who fall and are 
injured. 

This information should 
send out an alert about falls 
as people age. Falls can be 


associated with osteoporo- 
is, which can be offset — 
particularly earlier in life - 
- with increased calcium. 
Falls are often associated 





with medication, another 
variable which can be 
adjusted. 


Regular exercise keeps 
muscles toned and helps 
maintain bone strength, 
even in advanced age. 
Changes in the home, such 
as non-skid floor’ coverings 
and hand rails in the bath- 
room and on stairs, help 
prevent falls among those 
who need a little stability.

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Mitsubishi’s Galant is a sporty alternative 


By Tom Strongman 





Mitsubishi's Galant is one of a handful of 
four-door sedans, but what sets it apart from 
the crowd is its decidedly sporty attitude and 
a price tag that won't force you into the poor- 
house. 

I drove a mid-level Galant ES that came 
standard with popular features such as air 
conditioning, AM/FM stereo cassette and 
power mirrors, windows and locks, yet its 
base price was $17,670. It is built in Normal, 
IL 

The sporty attitude stems from a multi-link 
suspension tuned as 
much for athleticism as 
it is for comfort. The 
multi-link design enables 
the suspension to soak up 
bumps without transmit- 
ting as much of the shock 
into the passenger cabin, 
and the front stabilizer 
bar helps contain body 
roll during hard driving 

Our test car was shod 
with optional 15-inch 
alloy wheels and 195/60 
tires, a combination that § 
does a good job of grip- 
ping the pavement and giving you confidence 
when you want to hustle through some curves. 
The body doesn’t lean, tilt or wallow during 
such shenanigans, and that raises the Galant's 
entertainment quotient 

Anti-lock brakes are an option on all but the 
top-line LS, and our test car had them 

The standard power plant, a 2.4-liter, four- 


cylinder, serves up spunky acceleration when 
mated to the five-speed manual, but the engine 
doesn't really set the tone for the car as much 
as handling does. With 141 horsepower on tap, 
this single-overhead-cam (SOHC) power plant 
feels gutsy without demanding large doses of 
throttle. Take off from a stop and it moves 
briskly, making you immediately aware of its 
mid-range power 
Unfortunately, the five-speed manual's fair- 
ly stiff and notchy shift linkage spoils some of 
the fun. Without the manual transmission it 
would be a little more sluggish, although 
Mitsubishi's automatic is quite good because it 
uses "fuzzy logic" to determine when it shifts 
Normally, a four-cylinder of this displace- 
ment would shake like warm Jell-O on a plate, 
= but. Mitsubishi has 
cleverly designed 
this engine with 
dual, counter-rotat 
ing balance shafts 
that counteract its 
natural vibrations 
and make it drive 
smoothly That 
smoothness is anoth- 
er reason why it 
feels energetic when 
given the whip. 
On the outside, 
the Galant's face 
gets a more aggressive look with a new lower 
front fascia that has a wide lower grill opening 
and integrated fog lights. Contoured lower side 
panels dress it up, and there are revised tail- 
lights in back. 
Solar tinted glass that blocks ultraviolet 
light has been added to keep interior tempera 
tures under control in summer and keep uphol 


stery from fading as much. 

The dash resembles that of the Eclipse 
sports coupe, because it is laid out with large, 
twin dials for speedometer and tachometer. 
Rotary dials for heating/cooling are high up in 
the center of the dash, with the audio system 
below. Controls for the stereo are not as clear 
as they could be 

Cup holders pull out from the dash but place 
drinks in front of the radio 

Wood-grain trim adds warmth to the center 
section of the dash and console. 

The front seats are contoured to provide sup- 
port during spirited driving, and they do a 
good job of that without feeling confining. The 
cloth upholstery. is warm in the winter and cool 
in the summer 

Storage is available in the center console as 
well as in front door pockets 

The ES has a split-folding back seat which is 
handy for large items. Even with the seat up, 
the trunk is roomy. 

The test. car was equipped with the 
Premium Package consisting of a HomeLink 
Universal Transmitter, security system with 
remote keyless entry, fog lights, 15-inch alloy 
wheels, rear-seat heater ducts and illuminated 
visor mirrors. 

The base price of our test car was $17,670. 
Options included anti-lock brakes ($965) and 
the premium package The sticker 
price, including freight, 20,860. 

The basic warranty is three years or 
36,000 miles. 

Point: The Galant ES provides sporty han- 
dling, moderate power and plenty of room for 
four people in a reasonably priced package. 

Counterpoint: The stereo system could be 
easier to use, and the cup holders place drink 
cups in front of the stereo controls

A 2.5-liter four-cylinder is 
the base engine, while a 4.0-liter V-6 probably pro- 
vides the performance of a Mustang. -
